HINTS FOR THE BUYER. 


To buy well requires something more than 
money. Indeed, generally speaking, buying 
for a miscellaneous bookstore is perhaps a 
special gift fully as much as an art that 
may be mastered. Something more is required 
of a buyer than an exact knowledge of the 
goods to be purchased, though that also is not 
an unimportant requisite. In the first place, 
the buyer must have the commercial instinct 
strongly developed. If he permits sentiment 
to temper his judgment his usefulness will be- 
come impaired, and if he persists in this direc- 
tion it may in the end mean ruin. 

Then it is not only necessary that the buyer 
should know his own mind, he must also know 
the mind of his constituency. Especially must 
he keep in touch with the literary movements of 
the day. Thereisa fashionin reading as there 
is in other things, and what will go at onetime 
will stick at another. It is necessary, there- 
fore, that the buyer keep himself informed of 
any turn in the tide, sothat he may be prepared 
to sail with the new current, and be caught 
with as little as possible of the out-of-date 
stock. 

While over-boldness is to be guarded against, 
it is almost as great a mistake to be timid. 
Timidity never accomplished anything in this 





world. All buyers make mistakes at some 
time. But if a buyer waits until he is entirely 
certain that he will not do anything wrong 
from a business standpoint, he will never ac- 
complish his object in this life. Mistakes, 
though annoying, and at times expensive, may 
often be turned to good use as guides in the 
future, and in that way prove blessings in dis- 


guise. 





NEWSDEALERS’ CONVENTION. 


THE annual meeting of the Newsdealers’, 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ National Associa- 
tion of the United States opened in the fore- 
noon of the 13th inst., at the Grand Central 
Palace, 43d Street and Lexington Avenue, 
New York. There were present about one hun- 
dred delegates, among whom were the follow- 
ing officers: W. D. Madigan, of Lancaster, Pa., 
vice-president; I. Oldenheimer, of Baltimore, 
second vice-president; J. H. Reilly, of Provi- 
dence, R. I.; E. E. Herold, of Baltimore; J. E. 
Grey, of West Everett Mass,; A. W. Rice, of 
Stoneham, Mass.; and C.F. Pettie, of Bridge- 
port, Conn. 

The open session was called to order by the 
president, Thomas F. Martin, of New York. 
The other officers present were W. D. Madigan 
and I. Oldenheimer, vice-presidents; T. J. 
Quinn, treasurer; Henry Malkan, secretary; 
and C. F. Pettie, custodian. The larger part 
of the session was taken up with the appoint- 
ment of the committees. 

In his opening address President Martin 
spoke of the need of the adoption of some 
measure which would prevent papers which 
have been sold from being returned to the pub- 
lishers. He declared that he knew it to be a 
fact that small dealers employed boys to col- 
lect papers which had been read from persons 
leaving trains and ferries, and returned them 
to the publishers. President Martin also re- 
ferred to the custom practised by some store- 
keepers of selling books and periodicals at 
less than cost prices to attract customers to 
their other wares. Acting upon the suggestion 
of President Martin, the Committee on Reso- 
lutions afterward submitted the following: 

Resolved, That we favor the adoption of a system 
whereby papers that have been sold once will not be re- 
turned to the publishers. 

Resolved, That we favor the adoption of a system 


which will compel department stores to sell books and 
periodicals at the marked price. 


A large number of the delegates to the con- 
vention visited the Polo Grounds in the after- 
noon, and in the evening they attended a din- 
ner atthe Grand Central Palace, tendered to 
the members of the convention by the New 


York Newsdealers P. and B. Association. No 
formal toast list had been prepared. J. Mack 
introduced the speakers. P. J. McBride, 


of New York, spoke of ‘‘The Father of 
Our Local Association;’’ Arthur Brisbane of 
‘‘Our Bread and Butter, the Morning Papers,” 
M. May, of Pawtucket, R. I., on ‘* Our Out-o!- 
Town Associations:” T. Lunt, of Brooklyn, 
of ‘‘ Trade in Our Sister City;” ex-Assembly- 
man D. P. Murphy, of ‘‘ Our Legislature;” ex- 
President Murphy, of Typographical Union 
No. 6, of ‘‘An Allied Industry;” Terry Smith 
on ‘‘ Law as We Have Fought It;:’ and Pres!-

dent Martin on ‘‘ The Amalgamation of Pub- 
lisher and Dealer.” 

At the dinner Secretary Malkan rendered his 
annual report, which showed that fifty meet- 
ings had been held since the Baltimore conven- 
tion, virtually making weekly meetings; that 
more than three thousand communications had 
been sent out to the trade members, in addition 
to eight thousand copies of Zhe Bulletin, con- 
taining the convention proceedings of last year, 
and other matters pertaining to the trade. As- 
sociations had also been organized in Balti- 
more, Md., and Lancaster, Pa., and many 
dealers in scantily populated districts had indi- 
vidually joined the association, 

Recommendations looking to future organi- 
zation were also made. It was pointed out 
that according to present practice when a new 
periodical is started the dealers are only rep- 
resented by the wholesale agent, who alone is 
consulted im regard to their interests. This 
agent being a great company naturally look- 
ing first to its own interests, it was thought 
could not give unbiassed representation to the 
dealers’ side of questions. 

The second day’s session was attended by 
nearly two hundred delegates. The principal 
business of the day was the election of officers 
for the coming year. The Nominating Com- 
mittee proposed the names of the old board of 
officers, with the exception of that of Henry 
Malkan for secretary, who had declined re-elec- 
tion. In his place F. R. Sampson, of New 
York City, was nominated. The officers were 
elected without opposition, the names of a 
number of them being cheered vociférously. 

Shortly before noon the convention was called 
to order by the president. After some minor 
matters had been discussed the resolution of 
the Committee on Resolutions, which had been 
read on the day before, favoring the adoption 
of a system by which newspapers which have 
once been sold cannot be returned to the pub- 
lishers, again came up for discussion. It was 
suggested by one delegate that a good plan 
would be for the publishers of newspapers, as 
soon as the papers are issued, to fasten two of 
the corners together in such a way thata reader 
would be obliged to break the fastening. This 
would effectually prevent the papers being re- 
turned to small news agents by the readers, 
and by the dealers to the publishers. 

One delegate said that it was a common 
practice among some small news agents to 
allow customers who return the papers at a 
discount after they hadreadthem. The papers 
were then sent as ‘‘ returns” tothe publishers, 
who were powerless to prevent the practice. 
The fastening together of the pages in the way 
Suggested would prevent this species of fraud. 
Attention was also called to the groups of men 
and boys who stand at the bottom of elevated 
Station stairways downtown and beg newspa- 
pers from the passengers. The plan suggested 
would also, it was stated, put a stop to this 
Practice. « Those who gave the papers to the 
boys and men supposed that they were doing a 
charitable action in assisting them to obtain a 
Stock for sale, but, as a matter of fact, they 

were helping to perpetrate a fraud upon the 
newspaper publishers. 

One delegate remarked that the fastening of 
the right-hand corners of. newspapers could 
only be of benefit locally, as if the papers were 
sent to a distance the fastenings were very 


likely to break and a great injustice might in 
consequence be. done to out-of-town news 
agents. 

The recommendation of the Committee on 
Resolutions was endorsed by the convention. 

It was decided that the next convention be 
held in Buffalo, for two days, between August 
15 and 22, 1899. Mr. Bromecourt, of Buffalo, 
was empowered to make the necessary ar- 
rangements for the convention, 

The members. adjourned about 1.30 o’clock 
for luncheon. In the afternoon the question 
of the publication of an organ representing 
the interests of nmewsdealers was the most im- 
portant subject discussed. 

It was resolved that a committee be appoint- 
ed to arrange for such a publication, it being 
evidently the general desire of the members 
that the paper which was issued sometime ago, 
but which was'suspended, be again published. 
The president appointed Messrs. Sampson, 
Brennan, Mack, McGrath, Lunt, and Brophy 
to serve on the committee. 





BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 
BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE DINNER. 


THE Booksellers’ League Dinner, given at 
the French Restaurant, J. B. G., at 111 W. 25th 
Street, New York, on-the evening of the 14th 
inst., was an enjoyable affair, and attended by 
upward of fifty members. After the coffee had 
been served, the president, Charles A. Burk- 
hardt called attention to the fact that in order 
to continue the work of the League, and to pro- 
vide more liberally for the entertainment of its 
members than in the past, it would be necessary 
to raise the annual dues. Before the discus- 
sion of the subject Paul B. du Chaillu was 
induced to address a few remarks to the 
League. The famous explorer was in a de- 
lightfully happy humor and was generously 
applauded. W. H. Parker then moved that 
the annual dues of the League should here- 
after be fixed at $5 a year, payable semi- 
annually in advance on the first days of 
April and October. The motion was seconded 
and unanimously adopted. Volney Streamer 
was then induced to recite, which he did very 
acceptably. After short speeches from Mr. 
Shoemaker, of Philadelphia, and. others, the 
sitting adjourned. : 





DR. J. D. BARBEE VINDICATED. 


Last week Dr. J. A. Orman, Presiding Elder 
of the Murfreesboro district of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, upon his own motion, 
and by virtue of the authority vested in him by 
the church discipline, appointed a committee 
of ministers to investigate rumors that involved 
the moral character of Dr. J. D. Barbee, book 
agent of the publishing house of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South. These rumors grew 
out of the Methodist Publishing House claim 
matter. The committee met on the oth inst. 
at McKendree Church, Nashville, Tenn., and 
after a session lasting all day gave out the 
following statement: ‘‘ The committee, after 
carefully and prayerfully examining all the 
testimony in. the case, unanimously report a 
trial before the Tennessee Conference, soon to 
meet, unnecessary, thereby vindicating the 
good name of Dr. Barbee.” 
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LITERARY TREASURES FOUND. 


C. NorRIS MATTHEWS, the librarian of Bris- 
tol, has made a most interesting discovery. 
Among a great number of brown-paper parcels 
in the lumber-room of the library he has found 
a grand folio of St. Augustin’s ‘‘ De Civitate 
Dei,” printed in Basle in 1479; Peter Martyr's 
‘*De Orbe Novo Decades,” containing the 
earliest printed data of Cabot’s voyages, and 
another work, with notes, supposedlv made by 
the hand of Chatterton. Besides these, Mr. 
Matthews discovered some interesting manu- 
scripts on the subject of medizval surgery and 
numerous other valuable works. 


AN AMERICAN BOOK BARRED IN ROME. 


THE Sacred Congregation has placed in the 
Index Expurgatorius the book entitled 
‘Monks and Their Decline,” written by 
Father G. Zurcher, of St. Joseph’s Church, 
Buffalo, N. Y., and published by himin June 
last. 


LAW PERIODICALS ARE LITERATURE. 


T. & J. W. Jounson & Co., of Philadelphia, 
protested against the imposition of 25 per cent. 
duty on a batch of English law reports which 
they imported and claimed were entitled to 
free admission under Paragraph 621. The 
question was raised : Are law periodicals liter- 
ature? The following definition of “ literature ”’ 
was quoted: ‘‘ Literature is the portion of lit- 
erary productions that excludes the positive 
sciences.” ‘‘ But we have no reasonto sup- 
pose,” decided the Board of Classification of 
the United States General Appraisers, ‘‘ that 
the term is used in a restricted sense in the 
Tariff act. The provision, ‘ periodicals -con- 
taining current literature,’ in the Tariff act, 
might be fairly paraphrased to read ‘ periodicals 
containing reports of current events.’” The 
protest was sustained. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS, 
COPYRIGHT IN MEXICO. 


CONSUL-GENERAL BARLOW has sent from the 
City of Mexico the following synopsis of the 
Mexican copyright law: 

There will be no distinction between Mex- 
icans and foreigners, provided the work in 
question be published in Mexico. The author 
enjoys the copyright during his life; at his 
death it goes tohis heirs. He can dispose of 
it as any other kind of property in his posses- 
sion. By prescription, however, his right ex- 
pires in the course of ten years. 

The law concedes to the author the right of 
publishing translations of his works, but in 
this case he must declare whether he reserves 
his right to one or to all languages. This 
right is granted for ten years to authors who 
do not reside in Mexico and who publish their 
works abroad. 

In order to acquire the copyright the author, 
translator, or editor must apply personally or 
by his representative to the Department of 
Public Instruction, making note that he re- 
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serves his rights and accompanies it with two 
copies of his work. 

If it be desired to obtain copyrights of some 
work of music, engraving, lithograph, or the 
like, two copies must also be sent. If it be a 
work of architecture, painting, or sculpture, a 
copy of a drawing or a plan, giving dimensions 
and all other details which characterize the 
original, shall be presented. 

A foreign author not resident in Mexico 
must send powerof attorney, drawn before a 
notary public and certified by a Mexican con- 
sul. This in its turn has to be legalized by 
the State Department of Mexico and protoco- 
lized, duly translated. For these services $25 
is charged and $25 more for the work to be 
done in obtaining the copyright, including the 
value of federal stamps. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


STEPHANE MALLARME, the essayist and poet, 
died in Paris on the goth inst. He was born in 
Paris in 1842. Among his better-known books 
are: ‘‘ Villiers de l’Isle-Adam,” ‘‘ Vathek,” 
‘‘La Musique et les Lettres,” ‘‘ Vers et Prose,”’ 
‘‘Divagations,” and ‘‘Les Poémes de Edgard 
Poé.”” The-latter book has been pronounced 
by critics to be as fine an estimate of the work 
of Poe as can be found in the mass of literature 
devoted to his remarkable talent and strange 
personality. He was for a number of years 
professor at the Lycée Fontanes in Paris. 


Morris A. WHITCOMB died suddenly recently 
in Norwich, N. Y. He was born in Poolville, 
N. Y., August 14, 1838. In January, 1870, he 
removed to Norwich, where he became a mem- 
ber of the firm of Barber & Whitcomb, book- 
sellers and stationers. In 1882 the partnership 
was dissolved, and a year later Whitcomb 
opened a new book and stationery store. In 
1886 he associated himself with George T. 
Dunham, who remained his partner for three 
years, since which time Mr. Whitcomb contin- 
ued the business alone. 


‘* BLANCHE ROOSEVELT,” who twenty years 
ago was perhaps better known as a singer than 
she has more recently been known as an au- 
thor, died in London on the Ioth inst. Blanche 
Tucker was born in Sandusky, O., in 1853, and 
spent her childhood in La Crosse, Wis. Her 
father, W. H. Tucker, belonged to the Virginia 
family of that name and wasa leader in Wis- 
consin politics. She moved to Chicago with 
her mother, who was a newspaper writer, and 
her two sisters aftershe had reached maturity, 
and then studied for the operatic stage in 
Italy. When she went abroad she adopted 
the name of her grandfather, Gen. Roosevelt, 
of Lundy’s Lane fame, and called herself 
Blanche Roosevelt. She made her début under 
the direction of the elder Gye in 1876, Al- 
though she was a beautiful woman, it became 
evident that she was not likely to become 4 
great singer, and after a career of about eight 
years she left the stage. In that time she ap- 
peared in comic opera as well, and was the 
original Mabel of ‘‘ The Pirates of Penzance, 
when the opera was sung in New York first at 
the Fifth Avenue Theatre. She also appeared 
in an operetta which she and Arthur Cellier 
wrote from Longfellow’s ‘‘Masque of Pan- 
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dora.” This wasa failure, and, after singing 
occasionally in concert, Miss Roosevelt, in def- 
erence to the wish of her husband, retired 
from the stage. After that time she lived in 
Europe and devoted herself to writing. She 
lived almost exclusively in London during re- 
cent years. Among her works, which were 
largely biographical and descriptive, were 
‘‘Home Life of Henry W. Longfellow,” 
‘*Marked ‘In Haste,’ a story of to-day,” 
‘‘Stage-struck, or, she would be an opera 
singer,” ‘‘ Life and Reminiscences of Gustave 
Doré,”’ compiled from material supplied by 
Doré’s relations and friends, and from per- 
sonal recollections,” ‘‘The Copper Queen, a 
novel,” ‘‘ Verdi, Milan and Othello,” and 
‘‘Elizabeth of Roumania, a study, with two 
tales from the German of Carmen Sylva.” 
Twenty years ago she was married to the Mar- 
quis Machetta d’Allegri. 


Ex-JUDGE THOMAS MCINTYRE COOLEY died 
at Ann Arbor, Mich., on the 12th inst. He 
was born near Attica, Wyoming County, N.Y., 
January 6, 1824. In 1834 he removed to 
Michigan, and, after his admission to the bar 
in 1845, he practiced law in Tecumseh, Mich. 
Settling in Adrian, he edited The Watch- Tower, 
in which capacity he gained considerable repu- 
tation for good judgment and solid attain- 
ments. In 1857 he was selected by the Mich- 
igan legislature to compile and publish the 
State laws, and a year later was also appointed 
reporter of the decisions of the Supreme Court. 
In 1859 he was chosen as one of the professors 
in thé Law Department of Michigan. He be- 
came Dean of the Faculty, and continued in 


that position until 1885, when he retired from 


the bench. He served as justice of the Mich- 
igan Supreme Court for eight years and as 
chief justice from 1868 to 1869. From 1885 to 
1888 he was Professor of American History in 
the University of Michigan, lecturing also on 
Constitutional law and kindred subjects. In 
1887 the United States Circuit.Court at Chi- 
cago appointed Judge Cooley receiver of the 
Wabash Railway Company. He undertook 
the active management of this property, until 
President Cleveland urged him to resign and 
accept appointment as Inter-State Commerce 
Commissioner. This position he held for four 
years. His fellow-members chose him as 
chairmanof thecommission. His health broke 
down in 1891 and he retired . from active life. 
Judge Cooley will be remembered longest for 
his achievements in the field of Constitutional 
law. His great work, ‘‘ The Constitutional 
Limitations Which Rest Upon the Legislative 
Power of the States of the American Union,” 
which was published in 1868, at once became 
the standard authority on that subject. Be- 
sides this and works that may be called com- 
pilations, as ‘‘ The Michigan Reports and Di- 
gests,” he edited the ‘‘Commentaries” of 
Blackstone and Story’s ‘‘ Commentaries on the 
Constitution of the United States.” His other 
works are ‘‘Law of Taxation,” ‘‘Law of 
Torts,” ** General Principles of Constitutional 
Law in the United States,” and ‘‘ Michigan, a 
History of Governments.” Most of the legal 
articles in the ‘‘ American Cyclopedia” were 
also written by him, and he was for many years 


a prolific contributor to reviews and maga- 
zines,

They have also just ready a volume entitled 
‘‘Causes and Consequences,” by John Jay 
Chapman, who discusses politics, society, edu- 
cation, democracy, and government; ‘‘ The 
Problems of Philosophy, an introduction tothe 
study of philosophy,” by Prof. John Grier 
Hibben, of Princeton; the eighth edition of 
Mary White’s ‘‘ Book of Games ;’’ and a reis- 
sue of three volumes of the Navy in the Civil 
War series, including Prof. James R. Soley’s 
‘The Blockade and the Cruisers,” Capt. A. T. 
Mahan’s ‘‘ The Gulf and Inland Waters,” and 
Admiral Daniel Ammen’s ‘‘The Atlantic 
Coast.” 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

GRANT RICHARDS, London, will begin this 
month Zhe Russian Library, a new series 
edited by W. T. Stead. The first volume will 
be Pobyedonotseff’s ‘* Reflections of a Russian 
Statesman,” translated by R. C. Long, with an 
introduction by Madame Novikoff. 

VAILIMA, the historic Samoan home of Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson, has been stripped from 
turret to basement, and now stands in the 
midst of the broad acres that composed the 
place, an empty shell. The property was 
brought to San Francisco in the schooner So- 
phia Sutherland. 

GEORGE REDWAY, London, will publish ina 
few weeks ‘‘ Dickens and His Illustrators,” 
by F. G. Kitton, a well-known authority on 
the novelist. A special. feature of the volume 


will be the reproduction for the first time of. 


drawings which were ‘‘studies”’ forthe pictures 
that actually appeared in the original editions. 
Some of Dickens’ correspondence which h«s 
never been made public will also be‘included. 
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THE publication of Paget Toynbee’s ‘‘ Dante 
Dictionary,” which was to have been brought 
out in London, has been postponed until the 
autumn. The work is exciting much comment 
among Dante scholars abroad, and criticism 
will very likely be rife among those who have 
not seen the advance sheets. Mr. Toynbee is 
said to confine himself rather to the philologi- 
cal part of Dante's diction, and has little to 
say of scholastic philosophy in interpreting 
the phrases. 

WILLIAM HEINEMANN has in preparation a 
series of twelve volumes, which will be entitled 
‘“A View of the Worldin 1g00.” The series 
will be begun early next year and will be 
completed early in 1900. Prof. H. J. Mac- 
kinder, of Oxford, is the editor. The various 
writers intend to give a perspective of the world 
in 1900, taking into consideration the extra- 
ordinary evolutions and changes which have 
taken place on the globe during the nineteenth 
century — brought about not only by new 
discoveries, but also through the drawing 
together of the distant parts and our daily 
knowledge of every change by land and sea. 
The following volumes will be the first to ap- 
pear: ‘‘ Britain and the North Atlantic,” by the 
editor; ‘‘Scandinavia and the Arctic Ocean,” 
by Sir Clements R. Markham; *‘ France and the 
Mediterranean,” by Elisée Reclus; ‘‘ Central 
Europe,” by Prof. Joseph Partsch; ‘‘Africa,” 
by Dr. J. Scott Keltie; ‘‘ The Near East,” by 
D. G. Hogarth; ‘‘The Russian Empire,” by 
Prince Kropotkin; ‘‘India,” by Col. Sir 
Thomas Holdich; and ‘‘Australasia and Ant- 
arctica,’ by Dr. H. O. Forbes. Archibald 
Little will write on ‘‘ The Far East,” and two 
American authorities on North and South 
America.
